AN ACT CONCERNING ALTERATION PROJECTS AT NORWICH
SCHOOLS.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General
Assembly convened:

That notwithstanding the provisions of section 10-283 of the general
statutes or any regulation adopted pursuant to said section 10-283,
requiring that funding authorization for the local share of the project
costs be secured prior to application and that no school building
project shall be added to subdivision (1) of the school construction list,
the projects for alteration (Project Number TMP 104-DBBL) at
Teacher's Memorial Middle School and (Project Number TMP 104-
PNLF) at Kelly Middle School in Norwich are included in said
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subdivision (1) and shall be eligible to be subsequently considered for
a grant commitment from the state, provided the school district files an
application for a school building project prior to June 30, 2005, and
meets all other provisions of chapter 173 of the general statutes or any
regulation adopted by the State Board of Education.
